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Taxable Land 
Values Up 84 Pct. 
Since 1941-42 


Taxable value of property in 
San Bernardino County is 84.4 
per cent greater this year than 
it was in 1941-42, California Tax- 
payers’ Association reported yes- 
terday. 

For 1949-50, total taxable value 
of property in the county reached 
$269,438,790, compared with $146,- 
118,105 for 1941-42. 

Assessed value of property in 
the ccunty for this year is 4.8 
ger cent more than for last year, 
when it reached $257,185,150. 

Statewide, the assessed value 
of taxable property is 80 per cent 
greater for 1949-50 than it was 
for 1941-42. 

Total taxable value of property 
in California this year is $13,227,- 
731,114, compared with $7,350,- 
926,865 for 1941-42. 

Assessed value of taxable prop- 
erty in California is 8.5 per cent 
greater for 1949-50 than for 1948- 
49, when the total valuation 
reached $12,193,012,251. 

In seven counties, total taxable 
valuation for 1949-50 is more than 
double what it was for 1941-42, 
the association found. Riverside 
County shows a 171 per cent in- 
crease; San Luis Obispo County 
is up 131 per cent; Orange and 
Ventura counties, 128 per cent; El 
Dorado, 104 per cent; Los Angeles 
County, 102 per cent; and Contra 
Costa County up 100 per cent. 

Seven other counties showed 
percentage increases in total as- 
sessed valuation greater than the 
statewide average. They were 
Lake, San Bernardino, San Diego, 
Santa Clara, Sclano, Stanislaus 
and Trinity counties.

Today’s Editorial 


IT DEPENDS WHO’S SPENDING 


If the forecasters are right, 1950 will be quite a year. 

U. 8. News and World Report has summed up the con- 
census. According to it, the people as a whole ‘‘will be bet- 
ter fed, better clothed, better housed, better supplied with the 
goods and services they want. Jobs promise to be rather plen- 
tiful. Pay will be better than ever before. Taxes will not be 
higher. Prices are likely to be fairly stable.’’ 

The figures are extremely impressive, even in an era when 
we are accustomed to talking glibly in terms of tens of mil- 
lions. In 1950, our total spending—which includes everything 
spent by individuals, business and government—is expected to 
be nearly $267,000,000,000. ‘That is $7,000,000,000 more than 
the estimated figure for this year, and $5,000,000,000 over the 
1948 total. 

The biggest gain is expected in spending by individuals. 
One reason, for this is the $2,500,000,000 which veterans will 
receive in refunds on their government life insurance. Pay- 
ments will begin shortly after the first of the year and will 
be completed in a relatively short time. It is believed that a 
very large part of the money will be spent in a hurry for 
consumer goods of all kinds. 

Total individual earnings, the magazine goes on, are fore- 
cast at $216,500,000,000. Personal taxes and anticipated sav- 
ings will account for about $34,000,000,000 of it.. So, if the 
crystal ball is telling the truth, individuals will send $182,- 
500,000,000 flowing through the channels of trade and com- 
merce, 

Spending by government will increase by some $2,400,- 
CC0,000. Private investment, on the other hand, will prob- 
ably be not much greater than this year, and substantially 
below the $45,000,000,000 figure which was chalked up in 1948. 

U. S. News also touches on the fields where most of the 
money will be spent. On the basis of the forecasts, there will 
be a rise in sales of clothing and home furnishings. The na- 
tior,’s food bill, on the other hand, may go down a bit, due to 
lower prices. The autombile people think that sales will be 
as good or nearly as good as in the current boom year—a 
premise largely based on the fact that there are 20,000,000 cars 
of varying degrees of antiquity now on the road which will need 
to be replaced before too long. The construction industry, in 
both its residertial and commercial branches, seems to be 
looking to 1950 with confidence. 

Some of the experts are convinced that economic troubles 
lie ahead of us—but few expect them in 1950 or soon there- 
after.
